Dr. Harcourt W. Peck, of Covina, 


Leads the Fight Against the 


Boston University.

At the forthcoming general confer- 


ence of the Methodist Church to be 
held in Los Angeles in May, Dr. ttar- 
court W. Peck, pastor of the Covina 
M. E. Chmrch, although at present a 
minister 
with an obscure charge,, 


promises to spring 
into 
national 


prominence and notoriety on account 
of his persistent attacks upon the pro- 
lessors of the University of Boston, 
whose teachings he claims are strongly 
tinged with heresy. 
The matter has 


been so thoroughly aired by the ex- 
treme conservative element of the 
Methodist church that ft is probable 
the general conference will be forced 
to take cognizance of the fact. That the 
charges will be sustained is doubtful 
as many of the broad-gauged and 
leading lights of 
the 
Methodist 


Church claim this university as their 
alma muter and that it will be vigor- 
ously defended can be assured. 


In thia university Prof. Mitchell has 


for several years been the chief storm 
center, but recently a more direct 
attack has been made upon Prof. 
Borden P. Bowne, the famous philos- 
opher. Early in the controversy a few 
students 
revolted 
against 
certain 


teachings which they regarded here- 
tical and appealed to the faculty and 
then to the. trustees. 
Trie appeal 


finally reached the Board of Bishops. 
The teachers involved, chiefly Prof. 
Mitchell, were sustained. The stu- 
dents who were most ardent in the 
fight were dismissed by the faculty, a 
few withdrawing voluntarily. In* this 
group was Dr. P.eck.

Drew Theological^ Seminary ~of 


Madison, N. J., for admission, but to 
avoid controversy with a sister school, 
Drew refused to accept 
dismissed 


students from Boston though later 
admitting some who applied, de no vo, 
from their home churches and con- 
ferences. 


All these facts were given wide pub- 


licity, and were made more prominent 
because of the searching 
investiga- 


tions going on in other denomina- 
tions, of their theological 
schools. 


These dissentient students sent pam- 
phlets broadcast, the church, papers 
being too cautious to allow their space 
for discussion, principal among these 
pamphlets has been the Methodist 
Outlook, published under the super- 
vision of Dr. Peck. 


A division prevails. The conserva- 


tives rejoice that men high in posi- 
tion are brought to bay and must give 
an account of themselves. 
The lib- 


erals feel outraged that men promin- 
ent In Methodism, who on account of 
their Church affiliations have refused 
professorships at the greatest univer- 
sities of the world should be nagged 
by obscure young ministers. 
• 


AMUSEMENTS 


This^question will also receive at- 


tention at the forthcoming conference. 


Ever since Art. 248 of the Discipline 


was inserted in 1872, naming certain 
amusements whose patronage would 
make a member liable to trial and ex- 
pulsion, there has been a warm de- 
bate in Methodist circles over the 
propriety of the article. Indeed, its 
position in the Discipline was pro- 
nounced untenable by the Judiciary 
Committee of the General Conference 
of 1900. 
Still it was retailed by a 


narrow majority of votes in the con- 
ference itself. 
It is well known thnt 


no member for many years has been 
tried on such a charge, and that in- 
creasing large numbers of Method- 
ists use their own judgment in regard 
to these questions irrespective of the 
paragraph in question. The purists 
condemn them and declare their expul- 
sion should occur, and that the church 
is going to ruin because of laxity on 
worldly lines of amusement. The pre- 
vailing opinion is that the article 
should be placed among "advisory 
hints," or entirely removed. The chief 
objection in the way has been the 
thought that other churches and the 
world at large would think Method- 
ism retreating before worldliness and 
lowering her banners under fire, liut 
this objection is answered by the as- 
sailants of the paragraph by referr- 
ing to the fact that there was less 


card playing and theater-going among 
Methodists before the specific "ball" 
was issued and that as the church has 
no power to'changeher "general rules" 
the only legal thing to do i*-to rest 
upon Mr. Wesley's original prohibition 
against "diversions that cannot be tak- 
en in the name of the Lord Jesus." 
The question ia most difficult of solu- 
tion and its consideration will be one 
of the sensations of the General Con- 
ference. 


Altogether these controversies that 


are now raging within the church/will 
equal in interest and importance next 
May the election of bishops, editors, 
secretaries, 
boards

prominent financiers. At the opening 
of tbe meeting tbe management sub 
to it ted a report of the recent events 
on the Isthmus and tbe course taken 
by tbe company. Tbe report set forth 
that tbe Republic of Panama today 
exercised sovereignty over tbe Isthmus, 
displacing Colombia's 
former sov- 


ereignty; that tbe United 
States, 


France, Russia, Great firitian, Ger- 
many and other countries bad recog- 
nised 
Panama'a 
supremacy 
and 


added: 


"In view of tbe accepted fact and in 


face of superior force we can only 
maintain and continue the existing 
engagement with the United States." 


The report also explains that tbe 


fact that tbe United States senate bad 
not ratified the treaty with Panama 
deferred tbe execution of tbe com- 
pany's engagement with tbe United 
States. 


"It is under these circumstances," 


the report continues, "that we con- 
voke yon to give to our agreement 
with tbe United States your definite 
approval." 


The report of tbe president disclosed 


Colombia's recent efforts to induce 
tbe company to continue dealing with 
tbe old government of the Isthmus, 
saying: "Prior to the Panama up- 
rising the committee of tbe Colombian 
cdngress recommended action which 
would have extinguished tbe com- 
pany's rights. It proposed to insert 
an item of $1,000,000.in tbe Colombian 
budget to reimburse the company for 
its losses. The agent of the company 
at Bogota resisted and the French 
government 
gave assurances that it 


would Jdo all possible to prevent the 
sacrifice of French property and in- 


"''following ;tbe Panama outbreak, 
Colombia notified 
tbe company on 


November 8 that it would maintain 
the company's rigbte, 
but 
would 


oppose the transfer of tbe concessions 
to any government whatever. 


"On December 3, Colombia's agent 


here, M. Semper, notified tbe com- 
pany that while Colombia was ready, 
loyally to 
njhold 
the company's 


rights, yet if the company entered 
into relations, with tbe separist gov- 
ernment, or {transferred its rights to 
another government, Colombia would 
construe such action as voluntary 
abandonment of the concession, which 
would thereupon lapse. The company 
leplied December 5 that it recognized 
tbe existing conditions of the Isthmus 
and tbac if Colombia resumed posses- 
sion of tbe Isthmus the 
company 


would be glad to resume relations 
with Colombia." 
, 


During Secretary Lampre's reading 


of tbe report tbe disaffected element 
booted and oat-called, causing much 
disorder.

ORIGIN 0? DIAMONDS 


Precious Stoats Visitors and Not 


Natives of tbe Earth 


The diamond has recently attained 


a scientific importance, which justifies 
any effort to solve the mystery of its 
origir. in 1898, before tbe American 
A&fcociatioQ for tbe Advancement of 
jjfctence at Boston, in advancing the 
'theory of their meteoric formation, I 
otfcrtsd the first explanation ever sug- 
gatted.

of the earth. 


It is now positive that in Interplane- 


tary space are nodle* and

where diamonds are manufactured by 
a more perfect formation than any 
found on earth. The only question 
possible to raise against my theory 
is. Are all diamonds of meteoric 
origin? As the evidence now stands, 
It Is ail in favor 
of their celestial 


origin, and no fact is found to give 
testimony to the other side.

never possible in the earth, are these: 


First—Oxygen is everywhere pres- 


ent. 


Second—Sudden 
cold 
never suc- 


ceeded intense 
heat, 
as terrestrial 


temperature changes are slow in oper- 
ation. 


Third—They 
cannot possibly 
be 


reconciled with any of the eras of 
geology, and hare been denied a place 
by all geologists. 


Fourth—They are always isolated, 


and are nerer found in masses of car- 
bon, 
so common in all parts of 
the 


earth. 


Fifth—They are consequently never 


found in a matrix, when they could 
have been manufactured, as is the 
case with all other crystals. 


Sixth—They bare different refrac- 


tire powers in their interior and ex- 
terior layers, owing to tension dur- 


their formation, according to Sir 


Darid Brewster, and others- later. 


Serenth—As conclusive, they hare 


a different law of crystallization from 
carbon of known terrestrial charac- 
ter and formation. This the air, and 
the diamonds of the meteorite origin 
as the meteoric forms of iron 
and 


other minerals tell of their celestial 
birth. 


Eighth—The diamonds of Kimberley 


are liable to crack pr fly to pieces on 
coming into the air, and the diamonds 
of the meteoric in Arizona hare done 
f.ue same. 
Thin establishes most re^ 


markable relationship, and prores 
them all to hare been subject to a 
pressure unknown to any terrestrial 
era which they have experienced. 


Ninth—A 
perfect 
diamond

nerer found except in a meteorite. 
They are all fragmentary, broken, fis- 
sured, corroded, and coated with for- 
eign material, differing in individual 
cases 
and 
localities.—New York

IMMIGRATION IS INCREASING 


More Than 600,000 Europeans Have 


Come In 


New York—Immigration at this port 


in 1903 has 
passed all 
previous 


records. Daring the calendar 
year 


now ending 619,980 immigrants, steer- 
age passengers, arrived here as against 
647,197 in 1902, an increase of 72,783. 
It is estimated that some 2000 more 
foreigners will land before January 1, 
so that the total increase probably 
will be close on to 75,000. The rear 
of 1902 was a record breaking year, 
tbe increnee orer 1901 having been 
about 139,000. As was tho case last 
year, the heaviest immigration was 
during May, when 92,861 steerage pas- 
sengers were admitted at New York. 
Almost as many came here in April. 


The immigration was larger every 


month of the current year, compared 
with the monthly figures in 1982, with 
the exception of the current month.

A Handy Ho« 


In my visits to many fartu houses 


In thin country I noted fflitny home- 
made scaffolds on which to hang hogs 
after they are killed and scalded, but 
the one shown In accompanying figure 
and which I use myself, I consider1 as 
bandy and practical as any. It can be 
moved anywhere, even in the smoke- 
house, and If made out of good season- 
ed timber and painted, It will last a 
lifetime, ft will hold five hogs -weigh- 
ing 300 pounds each. 


One can buy five large hooks, or 


have a blacksmith make them, at a 
very small cost; these are to hook over 
the beam, A, on which to bang the 
hogs. The top piece, A, Is a chestnut 
scantling. 2x4 In. and G ft. 10 in. Lng; 
this piece has two mortises, 3 Inches 
from center, as shown In cut. The two 
upright pieces, B, are hardwood scant- 
lings, 2x4 in, and 5 ft. 8 in. long. 
These have a mortis* at the top 2 
Inches wide and 4 Inches deep; also 
a mortise at bottom 1 Inch deep and 
4 inches long. These pieces also have 
a mortise 1^x1% In., 2 ft. 5 In. from 
center to the upper end, for the tenon 
of brace, D, to go Into.

were of greater dimensions than those* 
given, to run a brace from corner to> 
corner 
diagonally to give additional 


stiffness. 
The corners should be well 


fojrtened and the frame is then cover- 
ed with wire netting. Three planks are* 
fastened to the bottom of the frame at 
Intervals, as shown, and braced with & 
strip from the frame to the planks 
These planks -will hold the section up- 
right and prevent It from sinking into 
the mtid.

want oleomargarine. It was held by 
the opponents of the Grout bill that 
the public demand was so great that 
to place any restrictions on the melh 
ods of marketing oleo would bo 
to 


drive out of tbo market a meritorious 
article. 
Those who upheld the bill 


claimed that If oleo had any merit of 
its own U should be sokl on that merit, 
and not dis^nlsiKl as butter. The law 
ns enforced lias shown that by far the 
greater number of those who 
used 


oleo did so becausj they assumed it was 
butter, the color helping to carry out 
the deception. Oleo may be nutritious 
and have great merit, but It Is evident 
that few people desire It or will buy It 
when t;iey have :!ull knowledge that it 
Is not from the product of the cow. 
The Urout bill has benefited

and consumer nllke, and any attempt 
which Is likely to be made this coming 
session of Congress to modify Its pro- 
visions should be fought hard by farm

War In Orange flarket. 


Orange growers have to face a 


new foe. This foe is not an or- 
chard pest. 
They may kill off 


the last scale, may ward off frost, 
may raise perfect oranges, fault- 
less in size, flavor and keeping 
qualities, and may finally induce 
the railroads to transport them 
to market in quick time and per- 
fect condition only to be forced 
at the last step of the long jour- 
ney from planting the tree to the 
hand of the consumer in the far 
east to lose the profit due on the 
investment and labor. The New 
York commissioner is the new 
foe. 
He will have his fat com- 


mission or ruin the market. 


Tbe news comes this morning, 


Tuesday, Dec. 29, as the copy for 
this orchard paue is made up, 
that the New York commission 
men who' refuse to work with the 
California Fruit Agency in mar- 
keting the orange crop by the 
co-operation 
method and 
wil 


only deal with independent ship- 
pers, are now Determined to force 
a figUt against the Co-operativ^ 
fruit tigenfiy in order to 
their ascendency in the tnarke 
and their practical control oi 
prices. Heretofore these foes ol 
the fruit agency, established by 
the orange growers to sell their 
fruit by the co-operative system, 
have'had the first day for the 
sale of shipments from the in- 
dependent or individual growers 
and shippers. The co-operators 
have to wait until the uext day 
when the demand is much less 
because of the supply from the 
first day's sales and by tbismeans 
the prices received on the second 
day are usually reduced and 
occasional much less. 


This practice had been carried 


on in the face of the fact that 
the shipments of the co-operators 
through the fruit agency have 
iecome very much larger than 
those of the independent and in- 
dividual shippers and :his abuse 
las reached a stage which indue 
ed the Erie railroad, who facll- 
ties for the auction sale of the 
ruit gave them control of the 
iituation, to issue an order to the 
effect that the largest shippers of 
oranges should have the first day 
or auction 
airness on 


sales. 
This act of 


the part of the rail- 


road company has brought on 
he war. The situation is thus 
outlined in the dispatch of yes- 
erday, Dec. 28: 


"As the combined shipments 


made through the fruit agency 
almost invarably exceed those of 
he independents the new order 
means that the Fruit Auction 
:ompany will have the first sell- 
ng privilege right alone. 
This 


s something the 
independents 


will not stand, and until they 
an make other 
arrangements 


hey will sell their fruit by auc- 
ion on dock, beginning at 
•> 


'clock every morning. So there 


will in future be simultaneous 
sales of California fruit at this 
center. 
Such a condition cannot 


in the long run, prove otherwise 
than detrimental to the prices as 


the demand will be split up." 


Tbe result o/ the first day's 


battle is tbds reported by . the 
Journal of Commerce, which is 
tbe all/ of the commission men 
and hence is not inclined to make 
its report favorable to tbe fruit 
agency of the oraffgt growers, 
bttt has had to frive the facts as 
they stand;' 


"At the sale on the Brie pier 


today the independents had three 
cars of oranges. 
Their auction 


began at 9 o'clock and fruit was 
sold on the wharf through Brown 
& Seccomb. 
About nine-tenths 


of all buyers remained until this 
sale was concluded. 
The fruit 


agency had twelve cars of oran- 
ges and that auction took place 
in the main auction room. 
It 


was attended by about a dozen 
buyers, only two of whom were 
prominent buyers 
Prices re- 


ceived by the independents were 
satisfactory, if anything a little 
above those ruling before Christ- 
mas, 
with the exception of the 


first car. 
The 
fruit agency's 


fruit brought about the same 
figures as before Christmas." 


Orange growers don't need a 


photograph of these two groups 
of buyers, nor do they need to be 
told that those fool buyers are 
in league with the commission 
men. 
They now see that the 


new foe th?y have to meet in the 
eastern market is a dangerous 
one and that the fight they must 
make is a hard one. It can be 
won only by standing- together as 
growers. 
And they owe this 


new fight to the opponents of 
their co-operative, fruit agency. 
The growers who stand out and 
refuse to unite with the co-opera- 
tors assume a grave responsibil- 
ity* 
They deserve and will no 


doubt receive the condemnation 
which the position imposes upon 
them. This position makes them 
tke supporters of the cut-throat 
commission men in New York 
city, as anyone can see. And 
similar methods will be adopted 
by piratical commission men in 
every other city market. 
^ 


The j'.itik injustice, aided and 


abetted, in fact actually upheld 
in practice by these independent 
growers, is disclosed in the re- 
port of sales l>y the Journal of 
Commerce. The "independents" 
had three cars of oranges and 
the iruit ag-ency had twelve. 
Nine-tenths of the bm ers attend- 
ed the 
sale of the three cars. 


The "independents" are not the 
friends of the orange industry.—

Roosevelt's Colorado experience which 
will make his great western tour mem- 
orable—the unique entertainment that 
furnished Mr. Uoosevolt the right kind 
of Western welcome atid gave Hugo, 
Col., a permanent place on tho map— 
was the Cowboy breakfast served to 
the national chief early on the morn- 
ins of -May 4. says the Denver Post. 


The cook who cooked the breakfast 


and who glories In this exalted bit of 
cookery, is now In Denver. 
This is 


"Jack" Keppel, the whole-souled cow- 
man who deserted his herds and rode 
many long miles in order to be on hand 
anil olhVlate nt lingo. 


"1 was very proud," said quiet Mr. 


Keppc!—and, by the way, nobody can 
describe the groat event and tho causes 
lending up to it, as he 
can—"quite j 


proud when tho Lincoln County Cattle j 
Growers' Association selected me to 
take charge of the cooking of tho cow- 
boy breakfast which we had deter- 
mined to serve to President Hoosevolt. 


"The Ho'.t Live Stock 
Company's 


'chuck' wagon was driven down to Hu- 
go for my use and it was well sup- 
plied, as It was ready to start next 
day on Its regular round-up route. 


"As my assistant for the great en- 


terprise I had that veteran of tho 
range, John Heyuian. as good a camp 
man as ever drew breath, so long ns 
he was awake, nnd, thus fixed up., I j 
felt fully equal to the great undertak- 
ing ahead of me. 


"On Friday preceding the eventful 


Monday, May 4, when the President 
was to come through, 1 went down to 
Hugo from my ranch at Arroyo, to get 
everything shipshape nnd In order. On 
that evening we swung tha pot rack 
and cleared a space about tho rear 
end of the chuck wagon and uu Sat- 
urday we unpacked the provisions and 
laid in butter and such things as had 
been overlooked. 


"On Sunday, Just to get my band in 


and have things in working order, I 
cooked a big dinner for ISO natives 
and a couple of dozen 'rawhides' from 
Denver. 
I hadn't done any cooking 


for live years, and I was a little shaky 
about the job I liati ahead of me, but 
the way thoue people ate and ate and 
came back for more conviiu'wl rne that 
John and I could do the big stunt as 
well as anybody. 


"On Sunday night about 8:30 I 


closed off the feeding and left noLhing 
on but the beans, which cooked over 
a roaring fire till 12 o'clock. While the 
beans were cooking a number of okl- 
tliuers gathered urouiul the camp fire

True Test for the Cow 


The average farmer is not wholly to 


blame for a lack of the special adap- 
tability of his animals to his purpose, 
says Prof. T. L. Haecker of the Min- 
nesota experiment . station, for.so far 
as the dairy cow is concerned he has 
not until recent years had any con- 
venient means by which he could cor- 
rectly measure the relntive vnlue of 
the product. It should be remembered 
that scarcely a decade has passed since 
that wonderful little and inexpensive 
machine^ the Babcock milk test, was 
invented. Up to tnat time farmers 
could only guess at the value by look- 
ing into the pail, and even now some 
>Tjpt>4ipt learned that quality of milk 
iMs"1 \juite as much to do with her 
profitableness as quantity. It is not 
my desire to give tho impression that 
if quality is lacking the cow is not 
profitable, but, that if judged alone 
by quantity, we may .eir. And now 
having the generous gift of the Bab- 
cock test, we are in a position to 
breed from an economic standpoint 
instead of that of whims, prejudices 
and fads heretofore formulated and 
taught. 
Many of chese have alreadv 


come to naught through the agency of 
the milk test. The tuberuclin test has 
also come to the rescue of the dairy 
cow. The many false charges that 
have been made against her in regard 
to her lack of constitution, 
liability 


to certain 
diseases, prejudice and 


malice cannot withstand the white 
light of science and careful research, 
and'it is no woader that we are getting 
too scientific for the cow keeper.

Turkeys May Be Yarded 


It is a mistake to suppose that tur- 


keys do not thrive iu confinement, 
says a turkey raiser iu Country Life 
iu America. Some of the best fanciers 
of those fowls iu the country practice 
yanliug successfully. 
Of course, the 


space iu which the turkeys are 
f»u- 


olosed should not be too small, not 
lesa than from one to three acres for H 
moderate sized Muck. One advantage 
of yardiug is that it 
enables tho 


breeder to get all the eggs laid by the 
hens. Another is tb»t it facilitated 
the protection of the chicks from the 
attacks of hawks and predatory am 
mala. It is commonly supposed tint 
because a turkey will ily up a tree to 
roost jt would Hy over the moou if it 
saw a grasshopper ou the other siJo. 
A turkey will fly over anything on 
which it cau alight, but it will not 
attempt to fly over a wire netting 
tnce, aa it cauuot see auythiug to 
rest its feet upon. Turkeys may Le 
prevented from nyiug over a feuce by 
attaching a light board or shingle ten 


J«lH» long bfr five inches wldn to 
their tookt by mentif of toft flat 
itrtagi ran through hole* In 
bh« 


taftrdt and tied tinder the wings. By 
this method the birds can be as easily 
confined BB sheep or other small stock 
without injury. When not allowed to 
ran at large1, turkeys need something 
in the nature of gravel as grinding 
material. Turkeys can be fattened in 
a week or ten days. In this country 
they are usually fed all the corn they 
can eat. But in England the birds 
are principally fed upon mixtures of 
equal parts of barley meal ana wheat 
meal mede Into a crumbly mass with 
either skim milk or water. The use 
of skim milk for this purpose has-been 
largely on 
he increase of late years, 


as it has been found that its employ- 
ment leads to the production of a 
beautifully white and fine quality of 
flesh.

' Milk Utensils 


Milk utensils for farm use should 


be made of metal and have all joints 
smoothly soldered. Never allow them 
to become runty or rough inside. 


Do not haul waste products back 


to the farm in the same cans used for 
delivering milk. When this is un- 
avoidable, insist that the skim milk 
or whey tank be kept clean. 


Cans used for the return of skim 


mi'k or whey should be emptied and 
clennd as soon as they arrive at the 
farm. 


Clean all dairy utensils by 'first 


thoroughly rinsing them 
in warm 


water; then clean inside and out with 
a brush and hot water ID which a 
cleaning material is dissolved; then 
rinse and lastly sterilized by boiling 
water or steam. Use pure water only. 


FINE STREET SPOILED. 


British Fenr of American Enterprise 


Is the Cause. 


Opposition to the "American Inva- 


sion" will be the chief cause of the 
ruin, archiiecturally, of "what was to 
have been the 
handsomest 
business 


street In London, says a writer In the 
New York Press. The London County 
Council began spending ^5,000,000 
Last year in tearing a great gap 
through one of the-most crowded dis- 
tricts, from the Strand up to Holbora, 
to make a broad street, which was to 
be lined with such handsome business 
blocks that It was confidently expected 
it would be the most attractive busi- 
ness thoroughfare in the world. 


As soon as the County Council got 


control of the laud offers from Ameri- 
can capitalists, wBo wanted to put uf 
skyscrapers, became plentiful. 
The 


Americans ware willing to pay any fali 
consideration and ab\de by any reason- 
able conditions, and they had th« 
money behind them. The council woa 
pleased to have such good customers, 
and plans were at once forthcoming tot 
one of the greatest office buildings iu 
the -world to be erected in the new 
street and for several other buildings 
also to be put up by American capi- 
tal. 
Then "Vox Popult" 
began 
to 


growl in the columns of h-ls favorlt* 
newspaper that he wasn't helping th« 
municipality to raise $25,000.000 Bim- 
ply to open new opportunities for tie 
American 
invasion. There was 
ea 


much of this sort of talk, regardless 
of. the fact that the" Americana were 
offering fancy prices, that the County 
Council became frightened. 


Lord Rosebery, who -was the first 


president of the council, Is quoted aa 
saying, when he saw the number ot 
American applications for sites: "If 
we entertain all these offers the n«vf 
street will be nothing more than a 
miniature New York. Even though ii 
may not be good finance, we cannot 
have our first great thoroughfare a 
promenade of American stores." 


Private Influence of great strength 


was brought to bear on the council 
until it decided to shut out Americana 
by refusing permission for skyscrapers, 
and restricting builders to Isaacs of but 
eight years after which the structure! 
would revert to the municipality. 


It seems to have escaped the atten- 


tion of the county statesmen that th» 
restrictions which cut off American op- 
portunities likewise make It unprofit- 
able- for British capitalists to put up 
costly buildings on Klngsway, as the 
new street has been named. The result 
Is that what was to have been the 
world's finest commercial avenue is to 
be lined with the cheapest building! 
that the supervising architects will tol- 
erate. 
The first structure to be com- 


pleted in the new thoroughfare Is ut- 
terly without dignity and its neighbors 
are to be similar In character. 


Every one of the American applica- 


tions for si I as iu the new street hnf 
been withdrawn. Among others therl 
were plans for a mammoth America* 
department store an.T two theaters, one 
of which wan for the Frohinaius.

JAPAR HAS THE BEST CHARd AT 


SEA 


Case of A PwttaeM Sttng-gte ll« JFhwntUl 
End of tht Proposltton Right Bo Too Moch for 
the Land of the Car 


London.—The Japanese government, 


In a statement to the diplomats at 
Toklo, characterizes the situatioa as 
desperate, while asserting that hope 
of a peaceful issue of the differences 
with Russia has not been given up. 


The Times says: "It Is assumed in 


many quarters that war between Rus- 
sia and Japan would Inevitably end 
in the triumph of Russia. 
If 
the 


struggle were to go on for a period 
of years, and become what might be 
called a fight to a finish, probably 
Japan would be beaten helpless. But 
war, If it cannot be avoided, would be 
fought under unusual conditions. 
In 


the first place, sea power will count 
for a great deal, 
and in the second 


place most of the land fighting will be 
done In Coroa, If Japan can force- the 
choice of a battle ground. 


"On paper there is little difference 


between the fleets of Japan and Rus- 
sia, which would come into collision 
soon after war was declared, but, in 
aptitude for sea service, organization, 
discipline and training the superiority 
is with the Japanese according to un- 
biased observers. 
A great battle, in 


which the navy of Japan was de- 
stroyed, would end the war then and 
there, whether Japan had landed 
a 


great army in Corea or not; but as 
the Japanese of the coast are natural 
sailors, and may 
be 
presumed to 


know Corean straits and the Yellow 
Sea better than the Russians, 
and 


as the latter make but indifferent ma- 
terial for sea fighters, a great naval 
disaster to Japan is not among the 
probabilities. Russia, to prevail and 
force Japan 
to 
accept humiliating 


peace, must defeat Japan In a 
land 


campaign, and expel her army from 
Corea. 


"It is obvious," a well-known -war 


critic wrote for his paper, "that 
If 


Japan were able to throw an army of 
50,000 men 
into 
Corea, 
and seize 


Seoul, the capital, during the present 
winter, the Russians would require 
an immense army to dislodge the in- 
trenched Japanese. 
If the Boer war 


proved anything, it was that an at- 
tacking force should be from five to 
ten times larger than the army on the 
defensive, 
equipped 
with 
modern 


rifles and machine guns. 


"It may be doubted whether Russia 


would court disaster in' undertaking 
a winter campaign In Corea against 
an active and resourceful enemy, al- 
ready on the ground; 
and 
in 
any 


event, the expenses of supporting an 
army large enough to carry on a pro- 
tracted war in the far 
east, might 


prove more than she could endure. In 
these times money is more necessary 
in war than multitudinous batallions, 
and Russia is notoriously poor," 


At the Russian embassy 
It was 


said that the reply of Russia had 
not yet 
been 
presented, 
nor had 


any indication of its probable tone 
been received. The news of Japan's 
purchase of the Argentine cruisers 
building at Genoa was received at the 
Russian embassay with a smile, and 
the remark: 
"They are not so very 


formidable, after all." 


JANUARY WEATHER 


Local Bureau Compiles Twenty-Six

9, 1&9C, and the lowest 30 on Jan- 
uary 20, 1883. 
The average rainfall 


for the month was 2.93 inches, there 
being an average 
of six days when 


the precipitation was .01 of an inch 
or more. 
The greatest monthly rain- 


fall was 7.83 inches in 1890, ami the 
(oast .20 in 1887. 
The greatest fall 


in twenty-four hours was 4.17 inches 
on January 25 and 20, 1890. There 
was a trace of snow on January 12, 
1882. 


Tho average number of clear days 


in the month was 1G partly cloudy, 9, 
and cloudy, 6. 
Th« prevailing direc- 


tion of the winds was from the north- 
catt, the highest velocity Deing frirty- 
ci.c;ht miles an hour from that direc- 
tion on January 8, 1882.—Herald.
